MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT 


Dear Honorees, Scholarship Recipients, Sponsors, and Guests, 


Welcome to the Hispanic Bar Association of New Jersey”s (“HBA-NJ”) 30th Annual 
Scholarship Gala and Awards Dinner. I would like to extend heartfelt congratulations to 
this evening’s honorees: The Honorable Jose Linares, U.S.D.J.; Juan Cartagena, Esq., 
President and General Counsel of LatinoJustice PRLDEF; Lowenstein Sandler 
(represented by Gary Wingens, Esq., Zulima Farber, Esq. and Miguel A. Pozo, Esq.); and 
Johnny Pacheco. Each of these distinguished honorees have been long-time supporters of 
the HBA-NJ and its mission. 


I am proud to be a member and to have humbly served as President of an organization that has empowered the 
Hispanic legal community and beyond for over 30 years. The HBA-NJ’s ability to affect change is surely an 
achievement, but there is more work to do, more lives to influence, and more causes for which to advocate. The 
need for the HBA-NJ’s work is ever more present today. The 2010 census revealed that Hispanics grew 43% since 
2000 to 50.5 million — now comprising 16.3% of the nation’s population. Hispanics are now the largest minority 
group in New Jersey. Further, Hispanic buying power exceeds $1 trillion and is expected to reach $1.3 trillion by 
2015. These figures, however, are met with the grim reality that compared to other major racial and ethnic groups, 
Hispanics have the lowest numbers in professional occupations and positions of leadership. In fact, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics reports that as of 2009, Hispanics made up only 2.8% of lawyers. This shockingly low figure raises 
additional concerns when you consider recent studies that reported that the number of minority attorneys in law 
firms has actually dropped since 2009. In particular, law firms lost 9.7% of their Hispanic attorneys. 


Clearly, these statistics emphatically confirm that the HBA-NJ must continue to be strong and present. It must 
continue to serve as the cohesive voice of the Hispanic legal community in New Jersey. The HBA-NJ’s work is far 
from finished, but I am confident that the HBA-NJ is ready for the challenge. This year, the HBA-NJ rolled up its 
sleeves and fervently pushed forward la lucha. In the community, the HBA-NJ successfully planned and executed 
the Women’s Leadership Conference and launched its inaugural partnership with the Latino Professional Junior 
Achievement Community Initiative. In September, the HBA-NJ will hold its first Civics Education Initiative 
Program, which is aimed at educating the community about their rights across several areas of the law. The HBA- 
NJ held its annual Wine Tasting and Sun, Surf & Seminars where members, colleagues and friends networked, 
strengthened ties, and learned about recent developments of the law. The HBA-NJ’s Young Lawyers Committee 
implemented programming for young lawyers’ continued professional development and engaged in several 
effective charitable and community service events. The HBA-NJ also championed the representation of the 
Hispanic community in the legal profession by identifying and endorsing qualified members for positions to the 
bench and other public offices. 


This evening, the spirit of the HBA-NJ’s work is best celebrated as trailblazers are recognized for paving the path 
and, most importantly, the youth are empowered to pursue and achieve their dreams of becoming lawyers and 
advocates for the Hispanic community. The scholarship recipients are a group of impressive young people who 
provide hope for our community. I am confident that, with the talented leadership in the ranks of the HBA-NJ, the 
increase in membership, and the continued support of sponsors, the HBA-NJ’s work will continue to mobilize the 
community, affect real change, and ultimately, overcome any daunting statistic.

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KEYNOTE SPEAKER JUAN CARTAGENA, ESO. 
RECIPIENT OF THE LEGACY AWARD 


Juan Cartagena, a civil rights and 
constitutional law attorney who was 
born, raised and still lives in Jersey 
City, is the new President and General 
Counsel at LatinoJustice PRLDEF— 
one of the country's leading civil rights 
organizations that combats discrimi- 
nation against Latino residents of the 
Untied States. 

Mr. Cartagena is a former Munici- 
pal Court Judge in the City of Hoboken 
and has lectured at Rutgers University 
in New Brunswick since 1992 teaching 
a constitutional and civil rights law 
course and training future Latina and 
Latino lawyers at the undergraduate level. Mr. Cartagena 
has also taught at St. Peter's College in Jersey City. 

In New Jersey, Juan has been appointed to 
Governor Corzine's Blue Ribbon Advisory Panel on 
Immigrant Policy; the New Jersey Attorney General's 
Help America Voter Act State Plan Committee; and the 
New Jersey Supreme Court Standing Committee on 
Minority Concerns. Juan has served on the board 
of non-profit organizations in New Jersey including 
New Jersey Appleseed, Hudson County Legal Services, 
Corp., Kenmare High School, and the Learning 
Community Charter School. Since 2005, Juan serves 
as General Counsel to the Hispanic Bar Association 
of New Jersey. 

He has been active in numerous community 
mobilization efforts within New Jersey’s Latino 
community including his efforts as a spokesperson for 
the Hudson County Committee in Support of Vieques, 
Puerto Rico. He organized and directly participated in 
civil disobedience arrests in front of a military recruit- 
ment center in Jersey City and before the United Nations 
as a way to highlight the atrocities of the Naval 
bombing of Vieques. 

Mr. Cartagena is also actively involved in the 
cultural arts leading New Jersey's premier Bomba and 
Plena dance and drum ensemble, Segunda Quimbamba 
and making presentations on the traditions of Puerto 
Rico’s drums. Juan’s community work has garnered a 


number of awards including the 
Freedom Fighter Award from the 
Jersey City NAACP; the Don Pedro 
Albizu Campos Award from the Jersey 
City Borinquen Lions Club; the Hudson 
County Community College Heritage 
Award; NJ Hispanic Research and 
Information Center’s Maria DeCastro 
Blake Community Service Award; and 
the NJ Commission on Professionalism 
in the Law's Professional Lawyer of the 
` Year Award. 

Juan has litigated a number of 
important cases in New Jersey that 
address the rights of historically 
excluded segments of our residents including Vargas v. 
Hudson County Board of Elections, which challenged 
discriminatory election-day challenges to black and 
Latino voters and resulted in reforms that were later 
applied state-wide by the Legislature; Puerto Rican 
Education Coalition v. Jersey City Board of Education, 
which established the rights of Spanish-dominant school 
children with special needs; and Comité de Trabajadores 
v. Freehold, an important day laborer case where Juan 
served as local counsel. 

A graduate of Dartmouth College and Columbia 
University Law School, Mr. Cartagena's most recent 
article about New Jersey, “New Jersey's Multi-Member 
Legislative Districts and Latino Political Power," was 
published in 2005 by the Rutgers Race and the 
Law Review.

His most recent article on the 
topic, "Lost Votes, Lost Bodies, Lost Jobs: The Effects 
of Mass Incarceration on Latino Civil Engagement," is 
published in Behind Bars: Latinos/as and Prison in the 
United States. Mr. Cartagena is also frequently invited 
to speak to students about the role of the law in our 
diverse society and the joy of public interest lawyering.

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THE HONORABLE JOSE LINARES, U.S.D.J. 
RECIPIENT OF THE MARGARITA ECHEVARRIA TRAILBLAZER AWARD 


Judge Linares was born on 
November 30, 1953 in Havana, Cuba. 
He is the oldest of five sons. His 
parents, Jose and Mercedes Linares, 
were also natives of Cuba and were 
both educators by profession. 

The Linares family fled Castro's 
Cuba in 1966. At that time, Judge 
Linares was twelve-years old and had 
completed his sixth-grade education. 
The Linares Family then consisted of 
Jose Linares, Sr., Mercedes Linares and 
four sons (the Judge being the eldest). 
Their migration to the United States 
took them through Spain where they 
lived for approximately seven months. It was during 
that time that the Judge completed his seventh grade 
and his youngest brother was born. 

The Linares Family arrived in the United States in 
August of 1966 and settled in Newark, New Jersey where 
all five children were raised. Jose Linares, Sr., and 
Mercedes Linares both went back to college in the 
United States and both obtained their Master's and 
teaching degrees. Thereafter, they both taught in the 
Newark School System until their retirement. 

Judge Linares attended Immaculate Conception 
High School in Montclair, New Jersey and subsequently, 
attended Jersey City University. After college, the Judge 
attended Temple Law School where he excelled as a 
student making the Dean’s List the very first semester. 

Judge Linares’ first job as a lawyer was that of an 
investigating attorney for the New York City Depart- 
ment of Investigation under then—Commissioner Stanley 
Lupkin. Subsequently, he became an associate with the 
private law firm of Horowitz, Bross & Sinins in Newark, 
New Jersey where he honed his skills as a litigator in 
both civil and criminal matters. Eventually, in 1982, 
the Judge established his own law firm in Bloomfield, 
New Jersey and, as a senior partner, tried numerous 
complicated medical malpractice and products liability 
cases, which cemented a well-deserved reputation as 
a trial attorney. During his years as an attorney, the 
Judge also served in many professional committees 
and lectured extensively to law students and lawyers. 
He served in the Essex County Bar Association Ethics 


Committee, the New Jersey Supreme 
Court Board on Trial Attorney 
Certification (being a certified civil 

| trial attorney himself), the New Jersey 


. Supreme Court Committee on Model 

| Civil Jury Charges, and was President 
of the New Jersey Hispanic Bar 
Association and Bloomfield Lawyer's 
Club. He was also Vice-Chair of the 
Essex County Bench-Bar Committee. 
The Judge also received numerous 
awards including the Essex County 
Bar Association Civil Trial Attorney 
Achievement Award and the Seton 
Hall Law School Latino Students Role 

Model Award. 

In addition to his many achievements in the legal 
profession, the Judge also dedicates his time to civic 
non-profit related activities. He has served on the Board 
of Trustees of Immaculate Conception High School, Job 
Haines Home, the Essex County College and the Cuban 
Lions Club. He also volunteers in the West Caldwell 
Youth Athletic Program and lectures often at seminars 
on important law-related issues. He is also an Adjunct 
Professor of Law at Seton Hall Law School and a Fellow 
of the American Bar. 

Judge Linares” judicial career began when he was 
appointed to the Essex County Superior Court Bench on 
December 13, 2000 by the then—Governor of New Jersey, 
the Honorable Christine Todd Whitman. Judge Linares sat 
in the Civil Division and handled mostly complicated and 
substantial medical malpractice cases. He was nomi- 
nated to the Federal District Court Bench for the District 
of New Jersey by President George W. Bush on August 
8, 2002. His nomination was confirmed by the United 
States Senate on November 14, 2002 and commissioned 
by the United States President on December 3, 2002. He 
presently sits as a Federal District Court Judge for the 
District of New Jersey in Newark. He is the first Hispanic 
to hold that position in the Newark Vicinage and the 
second foreign born to be a Federal District Court Judge 
in New Jersey’s history. During his tenure on the Federal 
Bench, the Judge has presided on numerous high 
profile and legally complex cases and has written and 
published numerous legal opinions.

Over the past decade, 
Mr. Pacheco's accomplishments and recognitions have 
continued to grow. In 2002, he received a Latin Grammy 
for “Best Producer” and in 2004, the “Silver Pen” from 
the American Society of Composers, Authors & Publish- 
ers (ASCAP) for his accomplishments in music composi- 
tion. In 2005, Johnny received the Latin Recording Acade- 
my’s “Lifetime Achievement Award” and in 2010, he was 
presented with the “El Soberano Award"—the highest 
music recognition given by the Casandra Awards. 

Deeply committed to the improvement of the Latin 
community worldwide, Mr. Pacheco has demonstrated 
support with the victims of natural disasters through 
concerts to benefit survivors. In 1994, he established 
the “Johnny Pacheco Scholarship Fund" to assist future 
musicians and to demonstrate his commitment to 
higher education.
